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Fire latal to Johnson woman

STAFFORDSVILLE - Officials 
suspect a cigarette may have been 
the cause of a fire that led to the 
death of a Johnson County woman 
Sunday night. 

Brenda Ward, 54, of Little Mud 
Lick Road in the Staffordsville com- 
munity of Johnson County, was pro- 
nounced dead at Paul B . Hall Hospi- 
tal in Johnson County following the 
blaze. 

Kentucky State Police said in a 
press release Monday that they 
responded to a call for assistance 



from the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office of a structure fire with entrap- 
ment. Ward was extricated from the 
residence and transported to Paul B . 
Hall Medical Center, where she was 
pronounced dead, the release said. 

W.R. Castle Fire and Rescue vol- 
unteer Brian Jeffiers said his truck 
was second on the scene and that 
when he got there, he saw a lot of 
fire in the front couple of rooms of 
the house. 

“We made entry through the back 
door of the house and carried her 
out,” Jeffiers said. “She was in the 
kitchen, near the back door, and she 
was apparently overcome with 
smoke. The fire marshal and KSP 



investigator said the cause is offi- 
cially undetermined but that it looks 
like it was probably a cigarette that 
started the fire. The trooper also said 
it appeared as if she died of smoke 
inhalation.” 

“We always conduct a death 
investigation when things like that 
happen,” KSP trooper and public 
information officer Shawn Little 
said. “The incident is still under 
investigation by KSP Trooper Justin 
Wireman and KSP arson investigator 
Nick Endicott.”

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School 
chief 
search 
to begin

PAINTSVILLE - While the 
Lawrence County Board of Educa- 
tion is edging closer to picking a 
new superintendent, another school 
board in the Big Sandy region will 
soon embark on a search for a new 
chief for its district. 

Johnson County school superin- 
tendent Steve Trimble announced 
last week that he will retire effective 
July 1 . He will depart with two years 
left on his contract. 

Trimble has served as an employ- 
ee of the Johnson County district in 
one form or another for the last 33 
years. Before that, he was a student 
in the district but for the years he 
went to college, and even then, he 
returned during his senior year at 
college to coach. 

“I’ve been getting up and going 
to school since I was five years old, 
and it’s about time I graduate,” 
Trimble said. “It was a tough deci- 
sion, but the time to go is when 
things are good. It was a dream 
come true to do all the jobs that I 
have and to be there all this time.” 

Trimble was first hired as a 
teacher at Johnson Central High 
School in 1981. He has also served 
as high school football and wres- 
tling coach; held the positions of 
principal at Johnson County Middle 
School and Johnson Central High 
School; and was a Title I supervisor

Meadows holds meeting to discuss 
incident at Eden Elementary

INEZ — Martin County school superintendent 
Steve Meadows held a public forum at Eden Ele- 
mentary School Monday afternoon to speak to con- 
cerned parents and staff members regarding an 
incident Eriday in which a custodian suffered seri- 
ous injury from a chemical reaction. 

School custodian Nila Penix was flown from the 
school by Air Med to an area hospital for treatment. 
As of Monday morning, she was still in ICU, 
according to Martin County Sheriff Garmon Preece. 
“She was still in ICU and in pretty bad shape,” 



Preece said Monday morning. “Some of the chemi- 
cals got mixed together and they were water solu- 
able. Prom what I understand, she was trying to use 
one to clean up the other and the fumes got to her. 
Somebody else cleaned them up with water.” 

Meadows said during the forum that students 
were not affected by either contact or fumes Eriday 
and that they were taken to a safe area outside the 
school. 

“One employee was exposed,” Meadows said. 
“Eire Chief Lee Gauze cleared the building. Our 
first concern was to insure the safety of the chil-

INEZ - A robbery charge headed 
the list of four indictments handed 
down by the Martin County Grand 
Jury Thursday. 

Dallas D. Stacy, 34, of Pilgrim, 
was named in an indictment charg- 
ing him with first-degree robbery. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before Peb. 20, Stacy allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully, while in 
the course of committing a theft 
used or threatened the immediate 
use of physical force with the intent 
to accomplish the theft at Warfield 
Prescription Center in Warfield 
while armed with a deadly weapon. 

Others named in true bills were: 

• Clancy E. Pields, 39, of Lovely, 
charged with first-degree possession 
of a controlled substance, prescrip- 
tion not in the proper container and 
resisting arrest. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before December 6, 2013, Pields 
allegedly was knowingly and unlaw- 
fully in possession of a Schedule II 
controlled substance. Oxycodone; 
was in possession of a controlled 
substance not in the proper contain- 
er; and failed to obey KSP Trooper 
Dustin Thompson’s orders to com- 
ply in an attempt from being placed 
under arrest.

PIKEVILLE - A 2016 trial date 
was scheduled Eriday for a former 
inmate at the federal prison in Mar- 
tin County charged with killing 
another prisoner. 

U.S. District Judge Amul R. 
Thapar set the Peb. 1, 2016, trial 
date for John Travis Millner, who 
has pleaded not guilty to murder in 
the death of fellow inmate Vincent 
E. Smith Jr. in 2009. 

Pederal prosecutors have said 



they will seek the death penalty 
against Millner, 32, who is charged 
with murder by a federal prisoner 
serving a life sentence and first- 
degree murder. 

According to the indictment, on 
Jan. 28, 2009, Millner, while con- 
fined in the federal prison in Martin 
County under a life sentence, did 
with “malice aforethought, kill 
another human being, to wit, Vin- 
cent E. Smith Jr., which killing is 
murder as defined in 18 U.S.C. 
1111(a).” 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Roger 
W. West filed notice last year that 



the government “believes, and 
therefore avers, that the circum- 
stances of the offenses charged in 
the indictment” against Millner are 
“such that, in the event of a convic- 
tion, a sentence of death is justi- 
fied” pursuant to federal law. 

“Accordingly, the Government 
intends to seek a sentence of death 
upon the conviction of defendant 
John Travis Millner for any of the 
offense charged in the Indictment,” 
West’s notice said. 

The notice said federal prosecu- 
tors can prove their case against 
Millner, saying the inmate “com- 



mitted the offense in an especially 
heinous, cruel, or depraved manner 
in that it involved torture or serious 
physical abuse” to Smith. 

The notice said Millner was con- 
victed of first- degree (premeditat- 
ed) murder in the December 2001 
shooting death of Walter Louis 
Coates in Washington, D.C. and 
was sentenced to life in prison with- 
out the possibility of release. 

The notice also included a list of 
other offenses committed by Mill-

dren.” 

Several parents and guard- 
ians of children who attend 
the school questioned why 
they were not notified and 
learned about the incident on 
Facebook. 

“Our first priority was to 
insure the safety of the chil- 
dren,” Meadows said. “They 
were not allowed to re-enter 
the building before it was 
cleared by Lee Gauze.” 

Some of the teachers from 
the school said that they didn’t 
even notify their spouse of 
what was going on because 
they were taking care of their 
students. 

Meadows said he realizes 
communication needs to 
improve and that he is going 
to have to give in to Twitter or 
Facebook. 

Several others said they 
had also found out about the 
meeting on the Internet, and 
Meadows said that he sent out 
an e-mail over the weekend 
regarding the forum, but peo- 
ple said that they didn’t 
receive an e-mail. 

Meadows asked that 
everyone provide an e-mail 
for him, and they said that 
they had provided it to the 
school. He said that he had 
gotten the e-mail addresses 
from the school and they were 
the addresses he used to send 
them the e-mail. 

Meadows said that he 
learned about the incident 
shortly before noon Friday 
and came to the school imme- 
diately upon learning about 
the problem. 

“I was told that an employ- 
ee was burned so bad with 
chemicals that they had to be 
airlifted out, and my blood 
rushed from my head,” Mead- 
ows said. “It was scary.” 

Meadows attempted to 
reassure everyone that the 
incident was being reviewed 
so that improvements could be 
made to the current plans for 
emergency situations such as 
this. He said that he wanted to 
ensure the safety and welfare 
of students and to make sure 
that it never happens again. 

Meadows identified the 
chemicals involved as provid- 
ed by Gauze. 

“There was superior solu- 
tions ready float, which is to 



clean drains and grease, 
orange concentrate, which has 
hydrogen peroxide in it, air 
freshener, which is an aerosol, 
pearl extreme clean and 
bleach,” Meadows said. 
“Bleach cannot be used in our 
building, only diluted concen- 
trate. We need to do training 
on the chemicals being used in 
our building. We need to look 
at safety procedures and com- 
munication and also make 
sure the parents have a copy 
of the safety plan.” 

Eden Elementary School 
Principal Willa Preston said 
that Penix had come to work 
around 8 a.m. or 9 a.m. that 
morning and she succumbed 
to the fumes some 2.5 to three 
hours later. 

“The employee was expe- 
riencing numbness, sweating 
and nausea,” Meadows said. 
“The area affected by the 
chemicals was an isolated 
storage closet that is approxi- 
mately 150 square ft. and it 
has a passive ventilation sys- 
tem so the fumes didn’t get 
sucked out and go through the 
building. Lee Gauze cleaned it 
up with soap and water.” 

Another person in the 
audience told Meadows that 
the 150 square-foot space he 
was referring to was also 
Penix’s office, and she also 
questioned why he had stated 
in a televised interview that 
Penix was going to be just fine 
while she was still in ICU on a 
ventilator. 

Meadows said he didn’t 
remember saying that, but she 
was adamant that he had. 

Several others questioned 
why students hadn’t eaten that 
day. 

Preston informed the 
crowd that she had ordered 
pizzas for the students but that 
some of them were picked up 
before they had the chance to 
eat. She also said that some of 
the children were at a play at 
the community center. 

Parents were mainly con- 
cerned about communications 
and the fact that they had not 
been informed of what was 
happening at the school. 

Meadows said he plans to 
make a report of the incident 
and present it to the school 
board. He said he is also look- 
ing at what he can do to 
improve communications and 
welcomed any suggestions. 



Penix made a post of Pace- 
book Tuesday morning thank- 
ing everyone for their thoughts 
and prayers. 

“I want to thank everyone 
who have been praying and 
being concerned for me... 
Especially all of my family 
and friends... I appreciate 
every prayer and thought that 
has been sent my way .. I am 
beyond grateful that it wasn’t 
worse than it could have 
been... I also want to thank all 
of the medical responders, the 
EMT’s, the helicopter atten- 
dants and all of my doctors 
and nurses, I know they don’t 
get thanked enough... but I 
couldn’t have done it without 
my wonderful God whom has 
brought be so far since Pri- 
day..

charged with theft by unlawful 
taking under $10,000 and sec- 
ond-degree persistent felony 
offender.

Buy a 
computer 
for less 
than $100

With the end of support 
for Windows XP last 
month, there are a lot of 
people looking to buy new 
computers. If you haven’t 
looked at computers in the 
last few years, you might 
be shocked by how much 
power you get for the price. 
The budget computers of 
today were the high-end 
computers of just a few 
years ago. 

Of course, even a bud- 
get computer will set you 
back $350 to $500. That’s 
not bad when you consider 
the speed you’re getting 
and figure you’ll have it for 
at least four years. Visit 
http://www.komando.com/ 
buying-guides/242155/ 
buying-a-new-computer-2 
to learn more about buying 
a budget computer. 

But that’s still a bit 
much for some. You could 
spend $250 or so on a tab- 
let or Chromebook, both of 
which will cover most of 
the basic things computers 
can do - Web surfing, 
email, Facebook, watching 
videos and such. 

But what if you only 
have $100 to spend? Well, 
you still have options. 

1 . Refurbished comput- 
ers 

You can find refur- 
bished office PCs online 
and in local thrift stores for 
around $100. These usual- 
ly have hardware from the 
early 2000s. 

There’s a catch, though. 
They mostly run Windows 
XP, and XP isn’t a safe 
operating system to be run- 
ning anymore. Visit http:// 
www.komando.com/ 
tips/244227/3-things-you- 
need-to-know-about-the- 
end-of-windows-xp if you 
missed the news about why 
you must upgrade your XP 
computer. 

Still, you can put anoth- 
er operating system on a 
computer. I once tested 
Windows 7 on a Pentium 4 
- which many of these 
computers have - and it ran 
fine for basic tasks. (Vista 
won’t, though, in case 
you’re thinking of trying.) 
Of course, a Windows 7 
license will set you back 
$100, so you’re not saving 
as much as you’d hope. 

Then there are operat- 
ing systems based on 
Linux. These are free, 
come with everything you 
need for basic computing, 
and will run great on older 
hardware. If you’re going 
to give this a whirl, check 
out Linux Mint. The MATE 
edition should run better 
than XP, in fact. 

2. DIY computers 

DIY computers are 

great basic systems if you 
like tinkering. They don’t 
run Windows and you don’t 
get a monitor, keyboard or 
mouse. Some don’t even 
have a case! But don’t let 
that put you off. 

The flagship computer 
for this category is the $35 
Raspberry Pi. It was 
designed for students to 
practice programming, but 
it was a huge hit with the 
DIY crowd. 

And in the last few 
years, it has been made 
easier for beginners to use, 
thanks to its whimsically 
named New Out of Box 
Software, or NOOBS, sys- 
tem. This helps you install 
a few of the various operat- 
ing systems it runs, which 
are based on the free Linux. 

You might still end up 
doing some tweaking, but 
fortunately, the Raspberry 
Pi site has excellent tutori- 
als for beginners. 

Via’s APC Rock ($79) 
and Paper ($99) are similar 
systems with a bit more 
oomph. 

When you’re poking 
around for DIY computers , 
you might come across the 
Arduino board. While this 
is a fantastic system for 
hobbyists, it won’t work as

3 . Android computers 

Android isn’t just for 
smartphones and tablets. 
Although, if you can find a 
last-generation smartphone or 
tablet running Android 4.0 or 
higher for $100 or less, it 
would make a good portable 
computer. 

There are a few companies 
making Android “sticks.” 
These are the size of a USB 
and plug right into the HDMI 
port on your TV - similar to a 
Chromecast or Roku Stream- 
ing Stick. 

However, these run a full 
version of Android, which 
means you can surf the Web, 
install apps and anything else 
you’d do on an Android tablet. 

These use similar ARM 
Cortex processors and include 
a USB port, Wi-Fi, internal 
storage that’s expandable with 
a memory card and high-defi- 
nition HDMI output. 

Look in the $50 to $90 
range for ones based on the 
MK802, MK808 and MK809.
